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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Status 

1 . Claims 1-5, 8-35, 38-43, 45, and 54-61 are currently pending. Non-elected 
claims 36-37, 44, 46-53, and 62-63 have been withdrawn from further consideration. 
Claims 6 and 7 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The response to the election/restriction filed on 12/12/2008 have been 
considered, however, the examiner made another restriction based on the distinct 
products as shown below: 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, 8-20, 22, and 38-45, drawn to a conductive composition 
comprising a cyano-containing polymer compound. 

Group II, claim(s) 21, 23-35, and 54-61, drawn to a conductive composition 
comprising a polyanion.
